If  you  are  ready  to  plant  your  Peonies  when  they  arrive,  wash  off  all  packing  material  and 
drop  the  roots  into  water.  Just  before  planting,  remove  the  labels  so  the  wire  will  not  cut  the 
roots.  Dig  a  hole  2  feet  in  diameter  and  from  1  to  lJ/2  feet  deep.  Place  the  Peony  root  in  the 
hole  so  the  eyes  on  the  root  are  2  inches  below  the  level  of  the  ground.  It  may  be  necessary 
to  place  more  soil  back  into  the  hole  in  order  not  to  have  the  eyes  more  than  2  inches  below 
the  level  of  the  ground.  Be  sure  the  soil  is  tramped  down  well  so  it  will  not  settle  any  more. 
Hold  the  division  erect  in  the  center  of  the  hole  with  one  hand,  with  the  other  draw  in  the 
soil  and  pack  it  firmly  about  the  root  so  that  just  the  eyes  show.  Give  the  root  a  pail  of  water 
and  then  fill  in  the  balance  of  the  hole  and  firm  the  soil  tightly.  Just  as  soon  as  the  Peony 
appears  above  the  ground,  begin  to  cultivate  at  least  twice  each  week  until  August  1st. 
By  keeping  the  soil  loose  during  the  first  growing  season,  there  should  be  no  loss. 


J.  When  Will  Brand  Peony  Roots  Bloom? 

Brand  Divisions  will  produce  blooms  next  spring  if  roots  are 
planted  early  this  fall.  If  our  divisions  are  planted  in  the  spring 
they  will  give  some  bloom  the  same  season. 


2.  Why  Do  Some  Plants  Fail  to  Bloom? 

A.  They  may  be  planted  too  deep.  If  they  are  planted  too 
deep,  the  buds  turn  brown  and  do  not  mature.  Your  plant  will 
produce  many  stems  that  are  thin  and  weak. 

B.  You  may  not  be  cultivating  them  thoroughly.  Plants 
should  be  cultivated  each  week  from  the  time  the  red  shoots 
appear  above  ground  in  the  spring  until  after  the  blooming  sea' 
son.  Then  they  should  be  cultivated  several  times  before  the 
first  of  September. 

C.  They  may  be  planted  where  they  receive  too  much  shade. 

Peonies  should  be  planted  in  the  open  where  they  get  sunshine 
at  least  half  the  day.  % 

D.  They  may  be  near  large  trees  and  shrubs  which  deprive 

them  of  sufficient  nourishment.  >■ 

3.  How  Deep  Should  They  Be  Planted  to  Give  Best 
Results? 

The  buds  on  the  crown  of  the  plant  should  be  two  inches 
below  the  surface  of  the  soil.  In  setting  the  root,  be  sure  the 
soil  in  the  bottom  of  the  hole  has  been  well  tamped  down  so 
the  plant  will  not  sink  below  this  level. 

4.  When  Should  the  Tops  Be  Cut  Off? 

Cut  the  foliage  from  your  plants  between  August  15th  and 
September  15th.  Then  remove  these  stalks  and  burn  them. 

5.  How  Often  Should  Peonies  Be  Fertilized? 

Use  well-rotted  manure  once  in  3  years  around  your  plants. 
Place  this  on  in  the  fall. 

6.  What  Harm  Do  Ants  Do? 

None.  They  are  after  the  sweet  juice  on  the  buds.  A  spray 
with  water  will  remove  this  juice.

Our 
Brand  Divisions  have  a  large,  well-balanced  root  system  and  each 
one  carries  three,  five,  or  more  eyes. 


PRICE  PER  ROOT 

Only  a  large,  clean  division,  handled  by  specialized  labor, 
can  qualify  as  “A  Brand  Division.”  This  is  why  no  Peony  in 
our  list  is  priced  singly  for  less  than  $1.00.  A  root  that  can 
be  produced  and  sold  for  less  is  not  comparable  in  quality  and 
size  to  a  Brand  Division.  Figure  the  cost  of  your  Peonies,  not 
according  to  the  price  per  root,  but  according  to  the  size  and 
beauty  of  bloom — the  quality  and  quantity  of  yield — then  you 
will  find  out  that  no  other  Peonies  cost  so  little  as  those  which 
are  grown  from  Brand  Divisions.

IN  THE  SOUTH? 

Every  few  days  our  mail  brings  us  a  letter  from  the  South  asking 
us  the  above  question. 

We  do  not  believe  this  flower  thrives  as  well  in  the  South  as  it 
does  in  the  North,  as  the  Peony  is  a  native  of  a  cold  climate. 

But  we  have  shipped  Peonies  into  many  sourthern  states,  including 
Virginia,  Tennessee,  Mississippi,  Georgia,  Alabama,  and  also  Cali¬ 
fornia. 

One  customer  expressed  the  opinion  that  success  with  Peonies  in 
the  South  is  more  dependent  upon  soil  than  climate.  Another  rec¬ 
ommends  furnishing  shade  for  plants  a  part  of  each  day.  Another 
recommends  a  heavy  mulch  around  plants  to  protect  the  crown  of 
the  Peony  from  injury  by  the  intense  heat  of  the  sun. 

Our  best  advice  is  to  purchase  a  few  roots  and  try  them  out  in 
your  own  soil  and  climate.  Avoid  late  blooming  sorts.  Choose  from 
varieties  that  our  southern  customers  have  recommended  to  us.  Such 
a  list  includes  such  varieties  as  Judge  Berry,  Henry  Avery,  Mons. 
Jules  Elie,  Reine  Hortense,  Phyllis  Kelway,  Festiva  Maxima,  Richard 
Carvel,  Baroness  Schroeder,  La  Rosiere,  Susan  White,  Mrs.  Deane 
Funk,  Souvenir  de  Louis  Bigot,  etc.  Also  try  out  the  Single  and 
Japanese  varieties. 

It  is  impossible  for  us  to  tell  whether  Peonies,  lilacs,  flowering 
crabs,  or  other  stock  we  list  will  do  well  in  any  particular  location. 
All  we  can  do  is  to  send  out  stock  of  first  class  quality  and  this  we 
claim  to  do. 


DR.  CHRISTOPHER  GRAHAM  (A.  M.  Brond) 

Here  is  a  late  midseason  white  in  bloom  with  Marie  Lemoine.  The 
flower  is  large,  loosely  built,  with  large  guard  petals  enclosing  a 
center  of  smaller  lacy  petals.  This  flower  is  of  the  Kelway’s  Glori' 
ous  type  but  is  a  later  variety.  An  absolutely  first  class  late  white 
that  will  open  well.

Another  late  midseason  pure  waxy  white,  full  rose  type.  The  flower 
is  high  built,  with  large  incurved  petals.

This  flower  was  named  for 
one  of  our  leading  physicians  in  Faribault  who  visits  our  Peony 
fields  during  the  blooming  season  each  morning  before  he  begins 
his  day’s  duties.  He  selected  this  flower  and  has  watched  it  over  a 
period  of  years.

A  bright  scarlet  single 
that  comes  into  flower  about  two 
weeks  before  Officinalis  Rubra. 

The  plant  is  thrifty,  with  Hern¬ 
iated  foliage.  The  red  flowers  lit¬ 
erally  cover  the  plant  and  when 
in  bloom  make  one  red  ball.  This 
makes  a  fine  plant  border.

CLASS  1 — Calling  for  100  varieties,  All  Doubles. 

CLASS  14 — Calling  for  10  or  more  Japanese  Varieties. 

CLASS  19  Calling  for  10  or  more  Single  Varieties. 

BRAND  PEONY  FARMS  WON  1ST  IN  ALL  THREE  OF  THESE 
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CHOICE  JAPANESE  VARIETIES 

There  exists  a  great  deal  of  confusion  as  to  what  is  a  Japanese  Peony  and  wherein  this  type  of  Peony  differs 
from  the  single.  The  single  Peony  consists  of  either  one  or  two  rows  of  guard  petals  enclosing  a  tuft  of  yellow 
stamens. 

The  Japanese  Peony  consists  of  either  one  or  two  rows  of  guard  petals  enclosing  a  tufted  center  of  narrow 
petaloids  of  various  colors,  or  of  narrow  petals  edged  with  remnants  of  anthers. 

Both  the  singles  and  the  Japanese  types  are  earlier  than  most  doubles  and  are  also  more  artistic  than  the  dou¬ 
bles  for  decorative  and  bouquet  work. 


8.1  AKALU  (Dessert) 

A  bright  rose-red  Japanese  variety.  Guard  petals  surround  the 

center  tuft  of  half-transformed  staminodes  of  gold-faced  rose-red;

Yet  we  insist  on  sending  out  only  those  Lilacs  that  will  prove  satisfactory, 
so  our  customers  can  depend  upon  receiving  only  genuine  own-root 
plants. 

We  have  a  wonderful  deep  rich  alluvial  soil;  the  soil  in  which  the 
Lilac  revels.  This  contributes  to  strong  thrifty  tops  with  a  large,  welb 
balanced  root  system. 

Our  plantings  of  Lilacs  have  increased  from  year  to  year.  We  have 
in  our  collection  at  the  present  time  over  100  different  varieties.  As  we 
hear  of  a  new  variety  of  merit,  we  purchase  it  and  try  it  out  over  a 
period  of  years  to  test  its  desirability  before  offering  it  for  sale.  We  be' 
lieve  we  now  have  the  largest  collection  of  “own  root”  high  class  lilacs 
in  the  world. 

WHEN  TO  PLANT  YOUR  LILACS 

Lilacs  can  be  planted  with  perfect  safety  either  in  the  spring  or  in 
the  fall.  In  the  fall  we  begin  to  send  out  our  plants  the  latter  part  of 
September,  and  we  continue  to  make  shipments  throughout  the  fall 
months,  if  lilacs  are  planted  in  the  spring,  they  should  be  planted  as 
early  in  the  season  as  possible.

three-  to  four-foot  size. 

The  line  running  through  each  plant  shows  the  depth  you  should  plant  your 
bushes. 

To  one  who  has  never  grown  an  Own  Root  French  Lilac,  the  price  may  seem 
high.  But  we  feel  sure  you  would  not  wish  to  care  for  a  plant  for  five  years 
and  offer  it  for  a  price  below  what  we  are  charging.

Many  of  the  peculiarities  of  any  variety  of  Lilac  are  easily  described. 
One  can  tell  at  a  glance  whether  the  florets  are  single,  semi-double,  or 
double,  or  whether  the  panicles  are  simple  or  compound,  long  or  short, 
loose  or  compact. 

But  when  it  comes  to  color  probably  no  two  persons  would  name 
exactly  alike  the  colors  of  any  dozen  varieties  of  Lilacs. 

A  little  explanation  may  help  to  interpret  our  descriptions.  When 
we  say  a  Lilac  is  red,  we  do  not  mean  that  it  is  scarlet;  or,  when  we  say 
it  is  blue,  we  do  not  mean  sky-blue,  as  an  occasional  customer  seems 
to  expect.  The  truth  is,  the  colors  of  all  Lilacs  are  soft.  They  are  made 
up  of  different  proportions  of  blue  and  red  with  more  or  less  addition 
of  white.  If  the  red  predominates  in  the  light  shades,  we  may  call  the 
color  pink  or  rose.  If  the  blue  predominates  decidedly,  we  may  call 
the  color  blue;  but  if  the  blue  while  dominant  is  less  pronounced  we 
may  call  it  lavender  or  lilac  or  violet  or  mauve. 

In  the  dark  colors,  if  the  red  predominates  decidedly  we  may  call  it 
red,  as  with  Reaumur.  If  the  blue  predominates  we  call  it  purple.  Then 
to  be  more  definite  we  sometimes  say  reddish  purple  or  purplish  red. 

It  must  be  remembered  also  that,  aside  from  the  difficulty  of  getting 
an  exact  name  for  the  normal  color  of  a  variety,  this  color  may  change 
somewhat  with  the  season.  For  example,  this  year  we  had  cool,  cloudy, 
and  rainy  weather  throughout  the  Lilac  season.  Consequently,  the  colors 
were  all  darker  than  usual.  The  character  of  the  soil  also  sometimes 
changes  the  color  slightly. 

We  make  our  descriptions  as  clear  as  we  can,  but  we  understand  how 
difficult  it  is  for  a  purchaser  who  cannot  visit  a  Lilac  field  during  the 
blooming  season  to  make  his  selection.  However,  we  list  only  good 
varieties,  those  that  should  give  much  pleasure  to  those  who  plant  them. 


CONGO.  S.  Immense,  single,  wine-red.  A  splendid  growing  variety  that 
produces  immense  blooms  in  the  greatest  profusion.  The  blossoms, 
when  they  first  open  and  for  several  days  are  sensational  because  of 
their  great  size  and  rich  color.  Then  the  color  changes  to  a  dull  purple. 
When  visitors  are  in  our  fields  and  this  variety  is  at  its  best,  it  goes 
into  almost  every  order.

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WHY  LILACS  FAIL  TO  BLOOM 

We  are  asked  a  number  of  times  during  the  course  of#  the  year, 
“Why  do  my  Lilacs  fail  to  bloom?” 

It  is  impossible  to  answer  this  question  satisfactorily  by  letter. 
There  are  a  number  of  reasons  why  Lilacs  fail  to  blpom.  We 
cannot  tell  which  special  reason  is  applicable  in  each  individual 
case.  We  are  giving  a  number  of  causes  in  this  catalog  and  leav- 
ing  you  to  decide  which  of  these  fit  your  individual  problem. 

We  have  no  difficulty  here  at  the  nursery.  Our  plants  are 
loaded  with  flowers  each  year  and  if  your  plants  are  not  giving 
satisfactory  bloom,  some  one  of  the  following  causes  must  be 
responsible. 

1.  Your  plants  may  not  have  been  handled  carefully  enough  when  you  made 
your  planting.  The  roots  may  have  been  exposed  to  the  air  and  some  of  the 
vitality  of  the  plant  weakened.  A  bundle  of  Lilacs  comes  to  you  and  this 
bundle  is  often  opened  up  and  the  plants  separated  and  looked  over.  Then  they 
are  laid  out  in  the  sun  or  shade  while  the  holes  for  them  are  dug  and  the 
planting  goes  on.  The  plants  grow  but  they  received  a  setback  from  this  ex¬ 
posure  of  the  roots  and  it  often  takes  2  or  3  years  to  overcome  this  mistreatment. 

2.  It  may  be  the  roots  were  not  spread  out  carefully  and  soil  packed  tightly 
about  them  at  planting  time.  The  roots  may  have  become  jammed  in  a  cramped 
and  twisted  mass  in  the  hole,  and  growth  stunted.  In  filling  in  the  hole  dry 
dirt  may  have  been  pulled  in  over  the  roots  and  so  reduced  the  vitality  of  the 
plant  as  to  check  its  right  growth  for  several  years. 

3.  The  young  plant  may  be  planted  so  close  to  trees  or  larger  shrubs  as  to 
rob  it  of  much  of  its  vitality. 

4.  It  may  be  in  too  much  shade  or  in  dry  gravelly  soil.  Lilacs  like  a  rich 
heavy  soil  but  not  a  wet  acid  soil. 

5.  It  may  be  your  plants  are  making  altogether  too  much  growth  and  that 
such  growth  needs  checking.  Or  they  may  have  formed  a  great  mass  of  heavy 
branches  from  the  ground  with  a  tremendous  branchy  top  growth  and  have 
reached  a  point  where  they  have  stopped  going  forward  and  produce  no  bloom. 
If  your  plants  are  making  a  very  rapid  growth,  sending  out  long  new  shoots 
with  no  bloom,  go  through  your  plants  about  the  middle  of  June  and  trim  out 
about  one-half  of  the  new  growths  back  to  the  old  wood.  This  will  have  a 
tendency  to  cause  blooming  buds  to  set  on  the  balance  of  the  new  growth  for 
the  next  year.  If  your  bushes  have  a  great  many  branches  from  the  ground  and 
many  short  top  branches  gp  through  your  plants  in  March  in  the  north  or 
earlier  in  the  south  (before  the  sap  starts)  and  cut  out  about  one-half  of  the 
old  branches  to  the  ground.  This  will  cause  a  new  growth  which  no  doubt  will 
bring  the  plant  into  heavy  blooming. 

Now  any  of  the  foregoing  causes  might  be  the  reason  your  Lilacs  are  not 
blooming.  You  are  in  a  position  to  analyse  your  difficulty  much  better  than  we. 
We  have  no  further  information  to  offer. 

An  orange  tag  giving  full  directions  for  the  planting  and  care  of  your  Lilacs 
is  attached  to  every  order  of  Lilacs  that  leaves  our  packing  department.  Watch 
for  this  card.  Read  it  carefully  before  you  open  your  package  and  then  follow 
directions.  Keep  this  card  in  your  files  and  consult  it  if  you  need  our  advice.

For  the  past  ten  or  twelve  years  we  have  been  working  with  new  Lilacs  oi

acquisitions.  These  are  selections  out  of  some  5000  seedlings.  Three  of  these 
we  wish  to  mention  here.

When  to  Plant 


The  Oriental  Poppy  is  best  handled  during  its 
dormant  season,  which  usually  begins  about  Au 
gust  1st. 

We  begin  to  fill  our  orders  at  this  time  and  con 
tinue  during  the  fall  months. 

A  plant  during  the  dormant  season  appears  dead, 
and  you  may  not  be  at  all  pleased  when  you  re¬ 
ceive  a  consignment  of  these  roots.  But  carry  out 
the  following  directions  and  in  a  very  short  time 
your  plants  will  show  signs  of  life.  We  do  not  send 
out  Oriental  Poppies  in  the  spring. 


How  to  Plant 


Dig  a  hole  so  deep  that  the  root  extends  straight 
down  its  full  length  with  its  top  two  inches  below 
the  surface.  With  the  root  in  place,  fill  the  soil 
about  it  until  the  hole  is  one-half  full,  pack  the  soil 
solid  about  the  root  and  then  fill  the  hole  full  of 
water  and  let  seep  entirely  away.  Then  fill  hole 
level  full  of  soil  and  leave  some  loose  pulverized 
soil  on  top.  Be  sure  to  put  2  to  3  inches  of  straw, 
hay,  or  peat  mulch  over  the  top  of  the  plants  after 
ground  freezes.

Lily  bulbs  do  best  planted  in  a  loose,  loamy  soil  containing  an  abundance  of  humus.  For  most 
varieties  welbrotted  cow  manure  and  leaf  mold  should  be  added  to  and  well  mixed  with  the  soil 
before  planting. 

Most  varieties  should  be  planted  5  or  6  inches  deep,  although  small  bulbs  and  a  somewhat 
heavy  soil  call  for  shallow  planting. 

It  is  important  to  mulch  Lily  bulbs  in  the  fall  with  welbrotted  cow  manure,  straw  or  marsh  hay.

MUCH  has  been  written  about  the  Japanese  Flowering 
Cherries  planted  about  the  basin  in  Washington,  D.  C. 
The  beauty  of  this  fine  planting  has  not  been  exagger- 
ated.  I  have  seen  it  many  times  when  the  trees  were  covered 
with  their  delicate  bloom. 

But  these  Japanese  Cherries  are  not  hardy  in  Minnesota  and 
throughout  the  Northwest.  However,  a  fine  line  of  Flowering 
Crabs  has  now  been  introduced  and  in  comparing  a  planting 
of  Flowering  Crabs  when  in  full  bloom  and  one  of  Flowering 
Cherries,  I  should  say  that  they  are  equal  in  beauty.  But  in 
hardiness,  the  Flowering  Crabs  are  superior.  We  have  sent 
them  all  over  the  United  States  and  have  had  excellent  reports 


from  as  far  west  as  the  state  of  Washington,  as  far  south  as 
Georgia,  as  far  north  as  Winnipeg,  Canada,  and  east  to  the 
New  England  States. 

The  Flowering  Crabs  are  not  only  beautiful  when  in  bloom, 
but  many  varieties  produce  fruit.  The  fruit  from  some  varieties 
is  excellent  for  jelly,  jam,  and  pickling.  The  fruit  from  other 
varieties  makes  fine  food  for  the  birds  late  in  the  fall.  It  is  also 
very  ornamental,  for  the  bright  little  apples  hang  on  the  limbs 
as  thick  as  gooseberries  on  their  branches. 

Flowering  Crabs  when  grown  in  a  rich  soil  attain  a  height 
of  about  20  feet  and  with  the  exception  of  the  Beauty,  a  spread 
of  about  18  to  20  feet.

BEAUTY

No  garden  is  complete  without  perennial  Phlox.  The  color  range  is  so  large,  the  colors  so  bright,  and  the 
period  or  blooming  so  long  that  every  garden  should  contain  a  good  planting.

Perennials  can  be  planted  in  either  fall  or  spring.  In  the  fall  it  is  best  to  get  orders  in  as  early  as  possible,  for  the  earlier  the  planting  is  done, 
the  better  the  root  growth  before  winter  sets  in.  We  begin  filling  perennial  orders  soon  after  August  15th  and  continue  up  to  the  middle  of 
November. 

Our  perennials  are  all  fresh  dug  the  day  they  go  out. 

Plant  most  perennials  with  the  crown  just  flush  with  the  ground,  it  does  no  harm  if  crown  is  just  below  the  surface.  Let  roots  go  straight  down, 
pull  in  moist  dirt  until  the  hole  is  one-half  filled,  then  pack  soil  firm  about  roots.  Then  fill  hole  with  water  and  let  seep  entirely  away.  Then  fill 
hole  with  moist  dirt  and  firm  lightly,  then  draw  loose  dirt  well  up  into  crown  and  keep  soil  stirred  with  a  rake  about  the  plant  until  it  starts  to 
grow.  Just  before  winter  comes  mulch  with  about  2  inches  of  coarse  straw,  leaves,  lawn  clippings,  etc.  Remove  mulch  in  the  spring. 

These  general  planting  instructions  will  answer  for  Delphinium,  Columbine,  etc.,  etc.

Pentstemon,  Garnet 

Garnet  is  the  first  of  a  new  strain  of  seemingly  hardy,  large- 
flowering  Pentstemons  for  the  North.  The  rich  garnet  colored 
gloxinia-like  flowers  are  gracefully  placed  on  stems  12  to  18  inches 
tall.  It  makes  a  fine  cut  flower  iasting  in  water  a  week  or  more. 
The  plant  carries  from  6  to  8  flowering  stems  constantly  through¬ 
out  its  blooming  season. 

We  are  doubtful  as  to  its  wintering  outdoors  in  Minnesota  and 
similar  climates,  but  for  milder  locations  it  is  something  very  fine.

The  Persian  Lilac  grown  as  a  hedge  also  makes  a  wonderful  wind¬ 
break  for  city  lots  in  the  colder,  windier  sections  of  the  country.  It  will 
make  the  growing  of  the  more  tender  perennials  and  shrubs  much 
easier  and  moves  the  possibility  of  growing  such  things  from  100  to 
200  miles  further  north  than  they  otherwise  could  be  grown. 

After  our  73  years  in  the  nursery  business  here  in  Minnesota,  we 
readily  recommend  it  as  the  best  farm  windbreak,  as  it  will  outlive  an 
evergreen  windbreak  two  to  one.  If  farmers  are  interested  and  wish  to 
plant  in  quantity,  we  shall  be  glad  to  furnish  prices. 

We  have  selected  3  shades  of  Persian  Lilacs  from  many  different  shades 
of  this  Lilac  that  we  have  seen  blooming  in  various  sections  of  the  coun¬ 
try.  It  is  very  seldom  that  we  have  seen  the  true  deep  pink  Persian,  the 
real  Rothomagensis,  growing  in  any  planting.  Many  call  our  medium 
shade  of  pink,  Rothomagensis,  which  is  not  correct. 

The  light  pink  is  a  clear  even  shade  of  true  light  pink.  It  makes  a 
beautiful  hedge  if  planted  as  one  color.  However,  we  think  a  combina¬ 
tion  of  the  3  shades,  alternating  them  in  the  row,  is  more  striking.  We 
have  seen  all  kinds  of  flowering  shrubs  grown  in  hedge  form  throughout 
the  North,  the  South,  the  East,  and  the  \\^est.  We  believe  that  the 
Persian  Lilac  planted  as  a  hedge  using  the  3  colors  as  we  have  suggested 
is  the  most  beautiful  of  all. 


This  spring  our  stock  of  both  the  medium  and  true  rose-pink  shades 
was  exhausted  long  before  the  shipping  season  was  over,  and  we  began 
immediately  to  book  orders  for  fall.
